Parochial Schools Render Service 
To Nation, Lutheran Group States 


Harrisburg, Pa.—(NC)—Parochial schools “have a signal serv- 
ice to render” to the nation, the United Lutheran Church of Amer- 
ica concluded at its 20th biennial convention here. 


The delegates adopted a recommendation calling for establish- 
ment of parochial schools by Lutheran congregations “where local 
conditions make such action advisable.” 


The recommendation, submitted by the beard of parish educa- 
tion, stated the Church’s belief that “the public school is a basic 
institution for general education in our society” and called for 
support and improvement of the public school system. 


But the recommendation added “there are situations in the 
Church where parochial schools have a signal service to render.” 
It pointed out that much interest in Church day schools “seems 
to be the result of congregations being located in communities 
plagued by low morals or served by schools unable to cope with 
the problem.” The report said that 16 congregations maintain 
Church-related schools with one or more grades and that two 
schools have grades from one to eight. 


It also was reported that 182 ministers are studying plans for 
the operation of parochial schools.
